Captain Charles 
Moody, 76, of the whaleback Chisto- 
pher Columbus, announced that he 
will continue "skippering" as long as 
his health will permit. His boat tied 
up at-Milwaukee for the winter while 
repairs are being made. 


Captain' Moody is one of the eldest 


mariners plying the Great Lakes. He 
has Just completed hit twenty-third 
year as pllbt of the Christopher Co- 
lumbus, a passenger boat in service 
between Chicago and Milwaukee, 


The skipper obtained his papers as 


a pilot before he became of age in the 
late 60's. His sailing days began 'In 
1863, when he was but 14 years old. 
His selection of a seaman's life was 
the result of a desire to follow In the 
footsteps of his father, the late Cap- 
tain James Moody. 


During the World war. Captain Moo- 


dy piloted ships through the straits, 
especially those In the St. Claire river, 
On occasions the aid of Ice breakers 
was required to effect a passage and 
bring about a safe landing In Buffalo 
harbor. 


Captain Moody has been In the lakes 


service all' his life. 
He says he 


"craves" plenty of action and has ex 
perlenced a great deal of it In storms 
and fires. His hobby is to swap sea 
and lake yarns with other mariners at 
the Shipmaster's club. 
Among; his 


specialties In the yarning line are the 
narrations of the "Eastland" sinking 
in Chicago harbor In 1915 with large 
loss of life and the disaster to the 
Christopher Columbus in the Milwau 
kee river in 1917 when a huge water 
tank on the river front crashed down 
on the deck of the ship, killing 
score of persons and injuring 
others.

As soon as the first squad 
leaves in response to an _alann, the 
second squad moves in and if it is called 
out before the first returns there still is 
the third left to come into headquarters.
